KINGS THREATENS A BOLT 


Conners Says Chanler Will Be Named, 
but State Committee’s Action 
Hag Hurt His Chances.

ROCHESTER, Sept. 14.—That the fight 
of Charles F. Murphy on Senator Patrick 
H. McCarren of Kings may develop a row 
that will upset the harmony ‘scheme of 
State Chairman William J. Conners be- 
came evident after the meeting of the 
Democratic State Committee to-night, 
held for the purpose of making up the 
temporary roll of the coavention. Mc- 
Carren delegatés were unseated in two 
districts, and the entire Kings delegation 
threatens to bolt the convention. 

This action was taken in spite of the 
recent protestations of Conners that as 
long as McCarren had won in the pri- 
maries he would see that the Brooklyn 
Senator got full justice in the convention. 
Murphy, too, for several days has been 
breathing out harmony. 

The developments at the State Commit- 
tee meeting have seriously interfered with 
a situation which only a couple of hours 
before the committee met seemed to 
point toward harmédny with Lewis 8. 
Chanler as the momtnee for Governor. 

Even late to-night Mr. Chanler seems 
to be the strongest candidate. The lob- 
bies of the hotels are crowded with up- 
State delegates wearing Chanler badges 
or carrying little cane pennants bearing 
Chanler’s namé. Boisterous demonstra- 
tions in his favor are waking the echoes 
of the hotel corridors, and even a good 
many Tammany men of influence are 
declaring that in their opinion he is the 
strongest candidate that could be named. 
But the Murphy-McCarren fight that 
seems inevitable may upset things al- 
together by a number of different com- 
binations of circumstances and mar Chan- 
ler’s chances of success.

The 
Fourteenth Assembly District Is the 
home of Senator McCarren, and there he 
won out by a crushing majority. 

In the Sixth and Ninth Assembly Dis- 
tricts, where Leaders Doyle and Mc- 
Guire, two of the most influential anti- 
McCarren men, were in charge of the 
fight on the Brooklyn Senator at the 
primaries, and where it was announced 
that contests would be filed immediately 
after the returns were in, the anti-Mc- 
Carren delegates were all put on the tem- 
porary roll of the convention by the 
State Committee to-night. 

This was an anti-McCarren move which 
Was sanctioned by the committee by a 
vote of 46 to 5, with the Brooklyn leader 
contesting every inch of the ground. 

Senator McCarren called a caucus of the 
Kings County delegation, following the 
meeting of the State Committee to-night, 
at which it was unanimously decided to 
vote in the convention under the unit 
rule, and in the event of the unseating of 
any of the delegation by the Committee 
on Credentials to leave the convention In 
a body. 

Cassidy Drops Contests. 

In the Borough of Queens Joseph Cas- 
sidy, the .ormer Borough President, who 
made his fight on Lawrence Gresser, the 
victorious leader, with the support of 
Charles F. Murphy, had intended to bring 
contests in two Assembly Districts. Mr. 
Cassidy, however, announced at the meet- 
ing of the State Committee that he would 
eall his contests off in the interest of 
harmony. 

“That looks like harmony,” exclaimed 
Chairman Conners, who presided. 

“Joe, you are a big man,” shouted a 
member of the State Committee. At this 
‘there was considerable applause. 

McCarren attended the meeting on a 
proxy furnished by his erstwhile leuten- 
ant, Senator Conrad Hasenflug of Brook- 
lyn. When Kings was reached on the 
calling of the temporary roll, William R. 
McGuire, the leader of the Sixth Assem- 
bly District, moved that his delegates pe 
placed on the temporary roll, and Will- 
iam A. Doyle of the Ninth, who also is a 
member of the State Committee, followed 
with a similar motion in reference to his 


own delegates. Senator McCarren straight- 
ened up out of his chair and objected. 

“Tt has always been the custom,” said 
Chairman Conners, “‘ to follow the sugges- 
tion of the State Committeemen in cases 
of this kind.”’ 

**T don’t care a snap about custom ina 
matter of this importance,’’ said the 
Brooklyn Senator. “I object to toe 
any delegates = on the temporary rol 
except those who come here with the cer- 
tificate of the Board of Elections in their 
inside pocket. I demand a roll call on 
this question. , I would like to see how 
many members of this committee are in 
favor of overruling the court decision 
handed down et the time of the 5;

TO EXPEL E. R, THOMAS. 


New Jersey Automobile Club of New- 
ark Orders Him to Defend Himself. 


Trustees of the New Jersey Automobile 
and Motor Club of Newark last night at 
their first meeting since the automobile 
accident at Long Branch on Aug. 14, 
caused by a 120-horse-power racing car, 
driven by E. R. Thomas, ordered him to 
show cause why he should not be ex- 
pelled from the club. They denounced 
reckless driving as detrimental to .he in- 
terests of all motorists. The Trustees 
passed these resolutions: 

“Whereas, Reports have been received 
by the Trustees of the New Jersey Auto- 
mobile and Motor Club to the effect that 


E. R. Thomas, one of its members, was, 
on the night of Aug. 14, 1908, recklessly 
and unlawfully driving an automobile 
through the public streets of Long 
Branch; and whereas, it is the opinion 
of this board that such an occurrence as 
it is understood took place on the above- 
mentioned date, is not only detrimental to 
all users of the highway, but if left unno- 
ticed would tend to bring automobilists in 
general into disrepute, and whereas this 
club has placed itself on record as being 
strongly opposed to such actions, be it re- 
solved that charges be, and they hereby 
are, preferred against Mr. Thomas, and 
that he be requested to appear before 
this board on the evening of Oct. 5, 1090s, 
to show cause why he should not be ex- 
pelled from membership in the New Jer~ 
sey Automobile and Motor Club.” 


THIEVES BLOW CHURCH SAFE. 


Second Robbery of Philadelphia Edi- 
fice Within a Month.

PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 14.—For the 
second time within a month thieves—evi- 
dently expert yeggman—have made a 
daring attempt to steal the gold and 
silver altar vessels from the Church of 
the Most Precious Blood at Twenty- 
eighth and Diamond Streets. 

On Thursday night, after virtually 
wrecking the altar, the thieves tore a 
steel safe from its fastenings and blew 
it open with nitro-glycerine. 

Forewarned by the previous robbery, 
the priests had removed the sacred ves- 
sels to the rectory. The thieves got only 
a set of gold chalices which had been 
left in the safe. The robbery must have 
been participated in by at least three 
men, as it would require that many to 
tear the safe from its fastenings under 
the altar, 

With the ald of jimmies the safe was 
loosened and then dragged into ‘the sa- 
cristy. The windows of the room were 
closed tightly and the thieves jammed 
pieces of carpet underneath the door. 
Then they used drills to bore the safe 
and it was torn apart with a charge of 
nitro-glycerine, 


THREE KILLED IN MISSISSIPPI. 


Train Jumps the Track and Two Cars 
Go Down Embankment. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Sept. 14.—Word has 
just reached this city that passenger train 
No. 184 on the Yazoo & Mississipp! Valley 
Railroad was wrecked near Clarksdale, 
Miss., this afternoon. Three persons are 
reported killed and thirty injured. 

The dead are: Mrs. Virgie Graham, wife 
of A. M. Graham of Glendora, Miss; un- 
identified girl, 15 years, ticket reading 
to Memphis; unidentified woman. 

The train was running at a high rate 
of speed when at Dunham, a small sta- 
tion near Clarksdale, it jumped the track. 
The chair car and one of the passenger 
coaches,. both filled with people, turned 
over an emb ent and were badly 
smashed. 

The wrecked train left Jackson, Miss. 
at 6:25 this morning and was ‘due at 
Clarksdale at 1:20 P.

victory in the Maine election, and Bert 
M. Fernald of Poland was elected Gov- 
ernor over Obadiah Gardner of Rockland. 
The figures estimated will give him 
plurality of about 8,000, the smallest Re- 


publican plurality in a Presidential] year | 


in twenty-five years. 
Maine is a Republican State, and though 
things looked rather dubious for the Re- 


publicans at one time, the votes polled to- | 


day showed the weight of the National 


| election on the situation. The main ques- 


tlon befére the voters of the State was 
also won by the Republicans. This dealt 
with the resubmission of the liquor ques- 
tion to the people. There is now a pro- 
hibition law on the books, and the Demo- 
crats wished to have the question resub- 
mitted to the people. 

Revised returns for Governor from 46% 
out of 619 cities, towns, and plantations 
give Fernald (Rep.) 72,117, Gardner (Dem.)

The gains, 
however, were mainly by the Democrats, 
the party vote increasing more than 13,000 
over that of 1904, while the Republican 
vote fell off about 2,500. 


Contests Closety Fought. 
Contests in the several counties of the 


State were hot and closely fought, but | 


the Republicans won out in nearly every 
instance. In Cumberland County, in which 
Portland is situated and where the contest 
has been fierce, the Democrats, who have 
been in power for four years, were over- 
thrown, , 

At 11 o’clock to-night the Democrats 
conceded practically everything to the 
Republicans, and the results of the most 
strenuous Campaign ever waged by the 


Republicans began to tell along about 
9 o’clock. 

At 10:30 returns for Governor from all 
the cities and 400 towns and plantations 
out of 499 gave: Fernald, (Rep.,) 68,300; 
Gardner, (Dem.,) 61.616. Same places in 
1904 gave Cobb, (Rep.,) 70,882; Davis, 
(Dem.,) 46,712, This shows a Republican 
loss of 4 per cent, and a Democratic 
gain of 32 per cent, 

On this basis the Republican plurality 
in the State was estimated at about 8,000. 


Republicans Elect Congressmen, 


The four Republican Congressmen elect- 
ed are: First District—Amos L. Allen of 
Alfred; Second District—John P. Swasey 
of Canton; Third District—Edwin C. Bur- 
leigh of Augusta, and Fourth District— 
¥Yrank E. Guernsey of Dover. Messrs. 
Guernsey and Swasey will be new men in 
Congress.

The current issue of The Medical Record | 


gives particulars of a remarkable ophthal- 
mic operation performed by Dr. Henry R. 
Lesser or 4 West Ninety-third Street, 
which consisted of the grafting of the 
cornea from the eye of a rabbit to the 
eye of a man, thus succesfully restoring 
the sight of the latter, who h&@d been 
blind for fifteen years. 

Hyman Cohen, the patient, ts a piano- 
forte tuner. He is 24 years old, and, 
when a boy of 9, he developed leucoma, 
a disease of the cornea. After a time he 
became totally biind, but recently came 
under the attention of Dr. Lesser. Last 
May the operation was performed by Dr. 
Lesser. Now Cohen is able to see well 
enough to distinguish colors and go about 
unattended, with the sight improving 
every day. Dr. Lesser refused to dis- 
cuss the operation last night beyond re- 
ferring inquirers to the account of the 
delicate operation given in The Medical 
Record. 

The cornea of the eye is the transparent 
part of the coat of the eyeball which 
covers the iris 4nd pupil and admits 
light to the interlor of the eye.

“The nearest simile I can find to ex- 
press the difficulties of sending this 
message is that I appear to be standing 
nehind a sheet of frosted glass which 
‘blurs the sight and deadens sounds, 
dictating feebly to a reluctant and 
somewhat obtuse secretary. Feeling 
the terrible {mpotence which burdens 
me, I am powerless to tell what means 
so much. I cannot get into communi- 
cation with those who would under- 
stand and believe me. You need much 
}training before you can ever begin to 
help me as I need to be helped, and I 
|do not know how that training is to be 
| arranged for. It is like intrusting a 
| message on which something of inffnite 
importance depends to a sleeping per- 
son.”’ 

Human or living personality fs de- 
clared to be on a lower plane of spirit- 
ual development—a plane which does 
not receive clear*impressions from the 
higher plane of those who have quitted 
the prison flesh. The 
claim to give some account of the ex- 
istence after death. 

Following upon death immediately 
|} was an “ obscuration of consciousness ”’ 
which led to many failures in attempts 
at communication with the living. The 
first message ascribed to Myers was in 
verse, though certainly not of the dis- 
tinction which marks his published 
poems: 

“Friend, while on earth with knowl- 
edge slight, I had the living power 
to write; 

“ Death tutored now in things of might, 
I yearn to you and cannot write.” 

Myers ‘is afterward said to have told 
how at death he passed into complete 
unconsciousness, 

“The period of oblivion was unusu- 
|} ally long with me. There was no link 
| between my utter consciousness of 
|things of earth—the last thing I felt 
| was the touch that closed my eves— 
and the passage to the plane I now 
occupy. The transit was absolutely 
unknown to me, and I am not conscious 
of a return journey, as it were, when 
I communicate in this way. At least 
I am conscious of strain and effort, 
but I cannot note the stages of the 
way.” 

Several messages were prefaced by 
signs which at first appeared absolute- 
ly meaningless, and which had to be 
taken in conjunction before an inter- 
pretation could be found. Thus three 
messages began, one with 17, the next 
with 1, the third with 01; which was 
| finally read as 17, 1, 01, or Jan. 17, 

1901, the date of Myers’s death. 

In view of these alleged messages W. 

T. Stead states in The Review of Re- 
views that he asked a lady who “ often 
received messages from beyond by 
means of automatic writing if she 
would try to secure a message from 
Myers.” A long communication was 
received to the effect that the dead man 
jhad made many discoveries, annulling 

some conclusions at which he had ar- 

rived in life when writing of human 
| personality, and that it was his inten- 
tion to make these discoveries known 

“to the utmost extent of my power.” 

Miss Alice Johnson, by whom the ac- 
count of the communications has been 
prepared for the Psychical Research 
Society, is inclined to regard with 
skepticism the theory that they come 
from the dead.

ROCHESTER, Sept. 14.—There was 
great activity in Gubernatorial booms all 
day. The arrival of Charles F. Murphy 
in the morning afforded all the candidates 
a definite line to work upon. The Tam- 
many .dictator here, the triumvirate, 
Murphy, Conners, and McCarren, are all 
on the ground, and the real business of 
impressing the leaders with the strength 
ef the various candidates proceeded mer- 
tily. 

The Chanler men took the lead at once, 
oth tn activity and in effect.

WARNS AMERICANS 
AGAINST JAPANESE 


California Congressman Says 
Marquis Ito Told Him 3 Years 
Ago of Asiatic Awakening. 


PERIL OF THEIR RIVALRY 


Industrial Strides Since War with Rus- 
sia a Menace to the Commerce 
of This Country. 


Congressman McKinley of California in 
an address last night at the Metropolitan 
Temple, Seventh Avenue, near Four- 
teenth Street, sounded a note of warning 
against what he termed the peril men- 
acing American manufactures because of 
the awakening of Asia. 

He told of a conversation he had with 
Marquis Ito, the ‘‘ Gladstone of Japan,”’ 
three years ago, in which the Marquis 
predicted the awakening of the Asiatics, 
and Japan in particular, along manufac- 
turing and other industrial lines, and fore- 
shadowed the competition in manufac- 
tured goods which Japan would one day 
give the United States. 

That prediction, said the Congressman, 
has come to pass, and already this coun- 
try is beginning to feel the effect of the 
cheap labor of Japan and other Asiatic 
countries. This, he said, was brought 
forcibly home a few months ago, when 
a shipload of railroad ties cut in Man- 
churia arrived in California) where they 
were sold 15 cents apiece cheaper than 
they could be cut and marketed by the 
woodsmen of California, 

It was near the close of the Russa-Jap- 
anese war when Congressman McKinley 
was in Japan. He was summoned to the 
American Embassy by the Marquis Ito to 
discuss the Japanese labor problem in the 
United States, the influx of Japanese into 
the United States then being at full tide, 

““*I do not see why you people of the 
United States cbject to the coming of 
Japanese labor to your shores,"’ observed 
the Marquis to me,” said Congressman 
McKinley. ‘“‘‘ We can spare you mil- 
lions, and China can spare you more. 
They are the most docile and adaptable 
people in the world. It seems to me that 
if you fill your factories wilth our labor- 
ers you could scon undersell all the na- 
tions of Europe.’ 

“I told the Marquis that he was looking 
at the matter from a Japanese stand- 
point, but that from an American stand- 
point it was not a question of how low 
we. sould pay the workingman, but how 
igh. 

“* Well,’ said the Marquis, ‘the Japa- 
nese Government does not want our la- 
borers to leave Japan. The laborers 
themselves want to go. Japan desires to 
keep her laborers here, for we are going 
to start an industrial system of our own 
on a great scale, and we could never re- 
place the labor which is seeking to leave 
dur country for America, We have shown 
what we can do as a fighting nation, and 
we will show what we can do as an indus- 
trial one. When the war is over we will 
bring back that 1,000,000 men in Manchu- 
ria and teach them to work with tools. 
We will soon sell our goods in America 
cheaper than you can make them your- 
selves.’ "’

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FRANCE AND SPAIN 
NOT AGAINST HAFID 


But New Sultan of Morocco Must 
Admit Qbligations to Powers 
Assumed by Abd-el-Aziz. 


HAFID SAYS HE’S WILLING 


Obligations include Those of Algeciras 
Act, Confirmation of Treaties, and 
Guarantee of Indemnities. 


PARIS, Sept. 14.—The Franco-Spanish 
note on the subject of the recognition of 
Mulait Hafid as Sultan of Morocco was 
to-day transmitted to the powers signa- 
tory to the Algeciras Convention. 

Mulai Hafid’s letter to the Diplomatic 
Corps at Tangier also reached Paris to- 
day. He announces his proclamation as 
Sultan, which he says, “obliges him to 
execute the engagements of the Algeciras 
act.” Hafid points out, however, that 
these obligations cannot be executed until? 
his agents can participate in the deliber- 
ations of the Diplomatic Corps at Tan- 
gier, and he asks the members of the 
Diplomatic Corps to advise their respect- 
ive Governments in order that the powers 
can recognize him as Sultan. 

Mulai Hafid agrees to “recognize the 
treaties concluded by his. predecessors, 
notably that of the Algeciras act, which 
he considers the basis of the prosperity 
and progress of the empire, from the 
political and the economic standpoint, | 


{ 
since it guarantees independence for the | 


country and provides useful reforms.” He ; 
concludes with expressions of hope that 
the powers on an equal footing will aid 
him in the elaboration and execution of 
the proposed reforms, 

The Franco-Spanish Note. 


The Franco-Spanish note is composed of 
two parts, a “note” properly speaking 
and a ‘“‘declaration.”” The former refers 
only to the general interest of the powers } 
to be safeguarded before Mulai Hafid is} 
recognized as Sultan of Morocco, namely, 
the confirmation of the Algeciras act ana 
|the measures involved in its application, 
notably the right conferred upon France 
and Spain to exclude contraband arms 
| entering by sea, and the confirmation of 
| all treaties. 
i The declaration is a courteous notice to 
| which the powers are not asked to reply. 
It points out that the powers naturally 
conserve the right to exact directly from 
Mulai Hafid a settlement of questions 
touching their individual interests, and 
affirms the right of France and Spain

German Social Democrats Meet at Nu- 
remberg—15,000 Persons Present. 


NUREMBERG, Sept. 14.—The Social 
Democrats are holding their National 
Convention here under circumstances 
more nearly corresponding to American 
National Conventions than are usual in 
Germany. Fifteen thousand persons 
crowded the great hall last night to hear 
the speech of Herr Singer, the Socialist 
member of the Reichstag, who presided 
over the Congress.

SVEN HEDIN AT SIMLA. 


Swedish Explorer Back After Two 
Years in Tibet and Not a Sick Day. 


SIMLA, Sept. 14.—Sven Anders Hedin, 
the explorer, who started in 1906 from 
Chinese Turkestan on a journey through 
Tibet, and concerning whose whereabouts 
there was great anxiety for many months, 


has arrived here. He will be the guest 
of Lord Minto. the Viceroy of India, for 
ten days, and will then proceed to his 
home, in Stockho)m. 

The explorer looks thin and weather- 
beaten; but he said he never felt in bet- 
ter health. He did not suffer a day’s ill- 
ness during his two years’ travels, and 
had no occasion to use medicine.

$750,000 of Contributions Put In Lim- 
ited Liability Concern for Air 
Craft Building. 


FRIEDRICHSHAFEN, Sept. 14.—Count 
Zeppelin has taken $750,000 of the $1,050,- 
000 contributed by sympathizers after the 
destruction” of his airship during the 


course of his twenty-four hours’ voyage 
last month and has founded the Zeppelin 
Limited Liability Company for aircraft 
building. The Count remains manager 
of the company during his lifetime, after 
which Baron Max von Gemmingen-Gut- 
tenberg and Baron Conrad von Bassus 
will be the controlling managers. 

The remainder of the contributions has 
been invested for the advantage of Count 
Zeppelin, and after his death it will be 
used by his daughter. Ultimately all of 
the money will go to the company. 


TURK OFFENDS BULGARIA. 


Agent of Principality Not invited to 
Diplomatic Dinner Goes Home. 


SOFTA, Sept. 14.—J. 8S. Guechoff, the 
Bulgarian diplomatic agent at Constanti- 
nople, has returned here as a protest 
against the failure of the Turkish For- 
eign Minister to invite him to an official 
dinner given to the diplomatic body. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 14.—There is

It Was to Try to Pass a Libel Law, 
Says ex-Mayor of Boston. 


John F, Fitzgerald, ex-Mayor of Boston, 
arrived yesterday on the Red Star liner 
Zeeland. Mr. Fitzgerald visited Richard 
Croker at Glencairn. Speaking of polit- 
ical deals, the ex-Mayor of Boston quotes 
Mr. Croker with having said that he had 
made only one deal with Thomas C. Platt, 
and that was to unite with Platt to secure 
the passage of a libel law.

Premier Asquith's action in placing a 
ban on the ceremony of carrying the Host 
in yesterday’s procession is still the sub- 
ject of general discussion in London, and 
the question is asked: “ What will its 
political effect be?’’ This evening’s news- 
papers are,practically unanimous in say- 
ing that a* modification in the plans for 
the procession was not necessary, and 
now that attention has been drawn to it 
they say the law which was’ evoked 
should be repealed, contending, as The 
Pall Mall Gazette puts it, that ‘“‘ English 
Protestantism is able to protect itself 
without resort to rusty weapons from the 
médiaeval armory.” 

Those papers which do think the Pre- 
mier well advised in stopping the carry- 
ing of the Host in the procession, on the 
sround that it might have catsed serious 
trouble in the streets, criticise his delay 
in not acting until the last moment, and 
also his effort to induce Archbishop 
Bourne to act without making the 
Governmental hint public.

SHAH’S FORCES ROUTED. 


Persians Under Izzatul Khan Panic- 
Stricken In Fight with Insurgents. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 14.—The rout 
of the royalist forces under the command 
of Izzatul Khad by a detachment of the 
insurgent garrison at Tabria is complete, 
according to further dispatches received 
here to-day from Tabriz, and Ain-ed- 
Dowleh cannot longer count on the sup- 
port of the Maku cavalry, which was in- 
tercepted by mountain tribesmen and de- 
feated. 

The correspondent of the Novoe Vremya 
gives a new account of Izzatul’s discom- 
fiture, saying that the monarchists car- 
ried Satar Khan’s positions and captured 
two cannon. Suddenly, however, the roy- 
alist forces unaccountably became panic- 


stricken and fled, abandoning their ar- 
tillery, rifles, and stores, and.are now on 
a forced march back to Maku. It is 
rumored that the panic was the result of 
Izzatul’s scheme for a night flank attack. 
He withdrew a portion of his troops with- 
out notifying the other commanders. 

The rest of his army, seeing their com- 
rades apparently retreating, were seized 
with panic, which was communicated to 
the entire force. 





64 DEATHS FROM CHOLERA. 


St. Petersburg Announces That Num- 
ber Since Sept. 12. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 14.—It is of- 
ficially announced that from noon of 
Sept. 12 until noon to-day there were 256 
cases of cholera and 64 deaths. The mor. 
tality since the beginning of the epidemic 
is over 26 per cent. One of the victims 
to-day was a tenor belonging to the fa- 
mous choir of St. Alexandre-Nevsky, who 
was stricken after the service. 

A council of physicians has recomménd- 
ed the closing of saloons at 5 o'clock on 
workdays and entirely on holidays, as 
alcoholics are chiefly susceptible to the 
disease. Measures for the close super- 
vision of the sale of food are also being 
taken. 


NOT EPIDEMIC IN MANILA. 


So Authorities Say of Cholera—But 
Three Americans Die of It. 


MANILA, Sept. 14.—The outbreak of 
cholera is reported as assuming a more 
favorable aspect in the provinces. In 
Pangasinan, island of Luzon, where condi- 
tions were most serious, the disease has 
been practicaly eliminated. A few cases 
are still making’ their appearance In this 
city, the victims of last week including 
three Americans. 

The authorities declare that the cholera 
is not epidemic, and are working energeti- 
cally to end its sporadic spread. It is 
believed that the majority of the cases 
in Manila have been brought from the 
provinces. 


CITY SCHOOLS OPEN 
WITH 640,000 PUPILS 


First Day’s Attendance Shows an 
Increase of 20,000 Over. 
Last Year’s Record. 


50,000 PUT ON PART TIME 


Special School for Deaf-Mutes Opened | Ha 


—Four Chinese Boys in Pub- 
lic School No. 1, 


New York boys and girls to the number 
of 640,000 turned their backs on vacation 
yesterday morning and their faces toward 
the schoolhouse and the work of another 
session. The scenes of confusion and 
bustle incident to the opening of 600 
schools were bewildering to outsiders, and 
only the teachers who have become used 
to it by years of repetition could see 
through it all to the smoothly working 
machinery of the great system a week 
hence. 

Long before 9 o’clock streets leading to 
the big school buildings in the congested 
sections of Manhattan, the Bronx, and 
Brooklyn were packed with mothers and 
children waiting for the doors to opem 
Every condition of life in the metropolis 
and every nationality which enters into 
its cosmopolitan character were many 
times represented. In many instances 
neither mother nor child knew a word of 
English. As usual, many had deferred 
registration until the opening day, and 
hundreds of these had neglected to 
bring the birth certificates which were 
necessary for the admission of a child 
not obviously more than six years old, 

It is estimated that the net increase of 
pupils for the first day is about 20,000. 
This will bring the total registration up 
to 640,000. Dr. Maxwell at one time 
thought the increase would reach 25,000, 
but the falling off in immigration and the 
return to the Old Country of hundreds 
of parents with their children will re- 
duce the expected increase by 5,000 per- 
haps. The effect of this will, of course, 
be the reduction of the number who get 
only half a loaf of public school in- 
struction. 


Part Time. Pupils. 


Officials of the Department of Educa- 
tion now estimate that the number of 
pupils on part time at the opening of 
the session will be about 50,000, and this 
will be somewhat reduced early in Octo- 
ber, when four new schools, in addition 
to the twenty which were opened yester- 
day for the first time, will be réedy. 

It will be nearly a week yet before the 
official figures on the attendance and 
part-time pupils will be ready. Principals 
have been instructed by City Superin- 
tendent Maxwell to send itn their regis- 
tration lists on next Friday, and it will 
take two days at least to tabulate them. 

By 10 o’clock yesterday morning a fair 
organization of the various schools had 
been effected. Old pupils, though enter- 
ing new classes and under new teachers, 
quickly adjusted themselves to the new 
situation, and by their example did much 
to aid the teachers in directing the new 


pupils what to do. In all the schools the 
simple morning exercises, consisting of 
the reading of the Bible without exposi- 
tion or comment, as provided by the by- 
laws of the Board of Education, took 
place, and following: that the teachers 
bent al) thetr energies toward seating 
the pupils and organ zing the classes.

“To be sure, the children cannot hear 
the sound,’ said Miss Regan, “ but they 
are to be trained, first to feel the vibra- 
tion and then to see it. As soon as they 
can see it they will have progressed fay 
enough to learn how to pitch their voices.’ 

Simultaneously with the opening of the 
schools Health Commissioner Darlington 
started out 150 physicians and 150 nurses 
for the examination of the health of th 
pupils. A new system, planned for this 
year, involves the following up by nurses 
of every case of disease found in children. 
The nurses will go into the homes to 
teach the mothers how to treat their chii< 
dren and to see that a physician is call 
or the child is sent to a dispensary f 
necessary.

A PROPHET WITHOUT HONOR 


Professes to be the Father of Roose- 
velt’s Policies, but Did Not Urge 
Them in His Own Campaigns.

CINCINNATI, Sept. 14.—Mr. Taft to- 
@ay replied to Mr. Bryan’s comment in 
Baltimore on President Roosevelt’s letter 
praising the Republican candidate and 
Iiis ideas in which Mr. Bryan said, “A 
few plain, simple sentences from Mr. Taft 
will be worth more than the eulogy that 
the President pronounced.” 

‘Asserting that his official record, his 
Bpeech of acceptance, and subsequent 
uttérances are ample indications of his 
own political position, Mr. Taft swung the 
epotlight of inquiry back to Mr. Bryan's 
own political record and made an analysis 
thereof. This is Mr. Taft’s reply: 

“In my -notification speech, and in 
wther speeches made since, I attempted to 
make clear my position on all the issues 
of the campaign. If Mr. Bryan has been 
unable to understand them I cannot make 
them clear. I stand on my record in of- 
fice and what I have said. 

“Mr. Bryan should devote a little time 
&o his own record, from which he seems to 
be struggling to separate himself with all 
the adroitness acquired in a twelve years’ 
hunt for an issue on which he can be 
elected President. The readiness with 
which Mr. Bryan in successive Presiden- 
‘tial campaigns passes from one para- 
mount issue to another shows that the 
chief consideration which has affected his 
selection of an issue has been its plausi- 
bility in attracting votes. 

“‘He presents the remarkable spectacle 
wf one who has been seeking the Presi- 
dency for twelve years without success 
and without official responsibility, and 
without the opportunity to test the va- 
rious propositions which he has advocated 
for reforms, and yet of having the event 
demonstrate what a colossa) failure he 
would have made in each instance had he 
been permitted to carry his proposals in 
the policies of the country.

Says Taft Cannot Rely Safely Upon 
the President's Indorsement. 


BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 14.—‘A few 
plain, simple sentences from Mr. Taft will 
be worth more than the eulogy that the 
President pronounced. The President's {n- 
dorsement-is‘of no value unless the Presi- 
dent will agree to stay in Washington and 
sce that Mr. Taft makes good.” 

In these words “William J. Bryan 
summed up his opinion of the letter of 
President Roosevelt commendatory of Mr. 
Taft, soon after the Democratic candidate 
arrived im this city.. “It was expected, 
of course,”’ said Mr. Bryan, ‘‘ that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would support Mr. Taft. 
He could do hardly less in view of the 
fact that he selected him as the Ad- 
ministration candidate and supported him 
with all the influence that the Adminls- 
tration could bring to bear. 

“The President's letter, however, may 
be objected to as irrevelent, immaterial, 
and not the’ best -evidence. If Mr. Taft 
were dead it would be interesting to know 
from Mr. Roosevelt what he knew of Mr. 
Taft’s opinions and work, but as Mr. Taft 
is alive and able to speak for himself it 
is hardly necessary for Mr. Rooseveit to 
tell us what Mr, Taft. will do. 

Unsatisfactory Platform. 

“Mr. Taft is running upon a platform 
which was so unsatisfactory that he had 
to amend {t in several important particu- 
lars, and yet even as amended it gives tho 
public no definite idea as to what Mr. 
Taft stands for. Mr. Taft also has made 
some speeches and promises to make 
some more.

Shortly after persons near 110th Street 
and Lenox Avenue heard the report of a 
revolver shot, apparently from near the 
block-hovuse in Central Park, last 
night, Policeman Robert Fisher of tl 
Arsenal Station found an _ unidentified 
man lying unconscious in the Circle 
Drive, opposite 107th Street, on the west 
side of the Park. He had a bullet 
wound in his head. 

At the time he 
Policeman Fisher did not know of the 
shooting heard from near the block- 


house. The man had a number of con- 
tusions about the face. Dr. Roome, who 
came in response to an ambluance call 
from the Presbyterian Hospital, said he 
was suffering from an epileptic fit. The 
bullet wound was over the right eye and 
the missile had evidently lodged in the 
base of the skull. 

In the meantime Lieut. Lynch had been 
notified that a revolver shot had 
fired near the blockhouse, and he sent a 
squad of men there. A careful search 
was made in the vicinity of 
house, but no trace was found of either 
man or revolver. Later, when the fact 
became known that the unidentified man 
had been shot, another search was made. 
There was no revolver to be found either 
near the blockhouse or near the spot 
where Policeman Fisher found the un- 
conscious man. 

The man appeared to be a Spaniard. He 
wore clothing of good material and a num- 
ber of valuable jewels, among them a dia- 
mond ring and a gold chain around his 
neck, at the end of which was a cross 
studded with four large diamonds. Be- 
sides this jewelry the man wore a large 
‘phony’ diamond ring and a stud of

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Sept. 14.— 
Harry K. Thaw had another outing to- 
day going from Poughkeepsie to the 
White Plains Jail, where he will be con- 
fined unt! next Monday, when Supreme 
Court Justice Mills will hear arguments 
as to whether he is entitled to atrial by 
Jury to decide the question of his sanity. 

Thaw seemed to enjoy the trip, despite 
the fact that he did not have anything 
to eat from breakfast time until 3 o’clock 
in the afternoon. He got the same treat- 
ment when he reachéd the entrance to the 
White Plains Jail as is accorded to 
others committed to it. When he 
stopped in front of the jail to pose 
for a squad of photographers Keeper Hor- 
ton seized him by the lapel of the coat, 
yanked him inside of the jail, and 
slammed the door of’ the cage in the 
face of reporters and photographers. 
Then, fearing apparently that the re- 
porters might break into the jail, Horton 
shut the front door, so that it was im- 
possible to see what was done with the 
prisoner. 

The prisoner did not seem to mind the 
unceremonious manner in which he was 
hustled Into the jail, although his mouth 
gaped and his eyes expressed some as- 
tonishment. 

Thaw was brought from the Pough- 
keepsie Jail, from which place he was 
ordered ousted by Justice Mills on the 
application of Sheriff Chanler, by Under 
Sheriff Townsend and Jailer Havens. The 
prisoner and his guards left Pough- 
keepsie by train at 11:27 and got off at 
Tarrytown about 1:80, immediately board- 
ing a trolley car for White Plains. They 
arrived at the jail at just 2:30. 

The prisoner carried a large tin box 
in which he had locked his valuable 
papers. Jailer Havens carried a well- 
battered suitcase belonging to Thaw, 
which contained several new suits of 
clothes. Before leaving Poughkeepsie 
Thaw shipped by express a large steamer 
trunk containing his trusty typewriter, 
on which he intends to write letters while 
in the White Plains Jail.

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ART MUSEUM'S ACQUISITIONS.

Copy of a Bust of Washington and a 
Grille to Queen Eleanor’s Tomb. 


The acquisitions made for the Metro- 
politan Museum by its Director, Sir Cas- 
par Purdon Clarke, during his European 
trip are not yet here, but it is expected 
that they will arrive in the course of the 
month, and can be shown in the early part 
of October. 

Among the recent accessions is a bronze 
copy of a bust of Washington by Houdon, 
the gift of Dr. I Ackermann Coles. In 
the Recent Accessions Room is the beau- 
tiful reproduction in wrought iron of the 
grille to the tomb of Queen Eleanor, in 
Westminster Abbey. This grille, or herse, 
to use the ancient name for these elab- 
orate gratings, was described {fi last 
month’s Bulletin, but Sir Purdon yester- 
day took up the discussion of its merits 
with lively interest, describing it as a 
piece that should be studied by workmen 
of the present day with especial care, 
the freedom from monotony in the hand- 
some pattern and the delightful play of 
individualit in the execution having 
their valuable lesson for those who are 
accustomed to machine-made repetition 
in shmilar modern subjects. 

Although the grille, as shown ifn the 
Museum, !s a reproduction, it has none 
of the faults of a mechanical reproduc- 
tion. It was a free-hand copy, made with

These 
oil peddlers drove tank wagons and sup- 
plied towns and villages in the neighbor- 
hood of Washington. 

The Government had sought to show 
that most of the cutting of prices fn Vir- 
ginia and Maryland had been inaugurated 
by the Standard in order to drive their 
rivals out of business. A number of wit- 
nesses testified yesterday that in every} 
instance where a cut was made in that} 
territory it was inaugurated by the Na-| 
tional, the Columbia, or some other in- 
dependent, and that frequently several | 
weeks would elapse before the Standard 
met the cut.

COCAINE VICTIMS IN TORTURE. 


Drug Has to be Given Prisonera to 
Enable Them to Appear in Court. 


A pathetic scene was enacted in the 
cellroom of the West Side Court yester- 
day just before the arraignment of five 
prisoners charged with having cocaine in 
their possession. The prisoners, one wo- 
man and four men, were all victims of the 
cocaine habit. They had been consum- 
ing the drug, according to their own con- 
fession, for many months, and their nerv- 
ous systems had been wrecked, 

Three of them—Annie Smith, Warner 
Watson, and his wife, Nellie—had been 
arrested on Saturday in a furnished-room 
house at 200 West Forty-third Street. 
The other two, John A. Casey and Eu- 
gene McCuen, had been arrested in a 


} previous raid On a cocaine dispensary at 


256 West Forty-third Street, and had 
been used as stool pigeons in the raid on 
the Smith woman's place. Yesterday 
morning they were to be arraigned be- 
fore Magistrate Herrman. —r 

None of the prisoners had had food 
since early Saturday morning, but ali 
had taken many cups af coffee. Sunday 
night all the prisoners remained awake, 
and egrly yesterday. morning, when the 
Matron and the Warden visited their 
cells, they were haggard from want of 
sleep and food and the reaction which 
followed the sudden cutting off of their 
supply of the drug. They begged for 
cocaine, morphine, or any other drug 
which would relieve their suffering. 

As the hour set for the hearing drew 
ear yesterday it was seen that the five 
risoners were in no condition to be taken 
efore the Magistrate, The men could 
scarcely stand alone. When Inspector 
Hugh Masterson of the Health Depart- 
ment went to the cellroom he ordered that 
a small quantity of cocaine be given to 
each prisoner. The men howled with de- 
light when they heard this order, and 
the woman nervously thanked the In- 
spector. The bead | was soon obtained, and 
was eagerly grabbed by the prisoners. In 
a few minutes after they had consumed 
the drug their eyes had ceased to roll 
wildly, and they seemed to get control of 
their nerves somewhat. By the time the 
Magistrate reached the bench all were 
able to appear before him.

AT GRAVESEND TRACK 


No Money Exchanged or Wagers 
Recorded and Police Have 
an Idle Time. 


INCREASE IN ATTENDANCE 


4,000 People Out—Bookmakers Who 
Were Barred from Sheepshead 
Again Back at the Races. 


The anti4betting law and the horse 
racing at the opening of the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club's Gravesend Autumn meeting 
yesterday were so nearly in harmony that 
about 100 policemen, in uniform and plain 
clothes, had an idle afternoon. The day 
passed without a single arrest or com- 
plaint of violation of the law, contrary 
to the expectations of a considerable num- 
ber of the visitors, who anticipated con- 
flict between the betting men and the 
police. 

The policemen detailed to the race track 
were under the command of Inspectors 
Flood and O’Brien, and about the same 
force that had been kept on duty at the 
Sheepshead Bay meeting was on hand. 
The office of the District Attorney of 
Kings County was represented by De- 
tective Langan and a squad of plain 
clothes men. The city police interested 
themselves only In looking for open bet- 
ting or transactions that might be defined 
as bookmaking, but nothing of this kind 
was in evidence, such betting as went on 
being done without the exchange of 
money or the recording of wagers. 

In cases where there was any agree- 
ment concerning odds the prices quoted 
in the city pool rooms ruled, such wagers 
generally being decided by the prices pub- 
lished as post odds in the newspapers. 

The most marked change in the situa- 
tion from the scenes that ruled at the 
Sheepshead Bay meeting was in the in- 
creased attendance and the greater inter- 
est that patrons appeared to take In the 
racing. The attendance was estimated at 
4,000, and included many of the betting 
men who were barred from the Sheeps- 
head Bay track for violating the Coney 
Island Jockey Club’s restrictions on bet- 
ting. 

One other change in the conditions was 
that the management of the Gravesend 
track nas so modified the instructions to 
the race-track police that they no longer 
have any use for the ex-bookmakers’ 
clerks and broken betting men, who were 
employed as “stool pigeons”’ at Sheeps- 
head Bay. As a result that portion of 
the attendance usually seen at the tracks 
was not on hand ‘yesterday. 

The race-track officials and the police 
had no comment to make on the condi- 
tions that existed except to say that the 
law was enforced yesterday, and would 
be enforced, as the police interpreted it, 
through the remainder of the meeting,

Police Making Little Headway In Solv-

BOGEY SCORE NOT BEATEN 


132 Players Compete In Qualification 
Round, and all Find Course Diffi- 
cult to Cover with Low Score. 


Everything was ideal yesterday at the 
start of the fourteenth annual champion- 
ship tournament of the United States Golf 
Association on the links of the Garden 
City Club but the scores. Colonel Bogey

Sixty-four men qualified as a result of | 
the long day’s play, and they will cone | 
tinue to-day in another medal play round, 
and the thirty-two best scores in the two 
days’ play will be picked for the match 
play rounds. The highest qualifying num- 
ber was ninety-two, and eleven men tled | 
at this figure for the last eleven places.

If the Republican bosses could get to- 
gether and keep together at Saratoga, 
they might conceivably prevent the re- 
nomination of Gov.

jecture.

| this State, and woefully neglected, is an 
| issue which the makers of the Republic- 


an platform can ill afford to ignore. 


A SOCIALIST’S ADVICE TO LABOR. 

Mr. Kerr Harpirm is amazed that 
American trades unionists should unite 
on Labor Day and divide on election 
;day. He advises them to unite in poli- 
tics and secure the great benefits which 
have followed such action in England, 
where he is a leader. Mr, Harpip in- 
troduced himself as a tradesman not 
ashamed of his craft. But inasmuch as 
he was addressing trades unionists he 
would have been more frank if he had 
added that he was a Socialist as well 
as a workingman. It was the Socialist 
vote which made him a labor leader at 
|home, but the Socialist vote does not yet 
dominate American labor. 

The point is worth making, for Social- 
lists are not patriots in any land, and 
those who are counseling American la- 
bor to unite for political advantage to 
them as a class distinct from the gen- 
‘eral body of citizens are not giving pa- 
triotic advice. What is the great gain 
|which has been won by the British 
| labor vote? In the first place, it much 
resembles the things which American 
jlabor is being badly advised to seek 
jhere. The British courts decided that 
| a union was pecuniarily responsible for 
| wrongful acts done by its agents, and 
lthe Labor Party secured legislative ex- 
‘emption from this responsibility. This 
|fairly parallels Mr. Gomprnrs’s attempt 
{to secure exemption of labor from the 
| anti-trust law, giving strikers privi- 
| leges in pursuit of their aims which are 
| denied to capital in pursuit of its aims. 
| This is wrong in itself, and it is doubly 
| wrong in being class legislation. 

Beyond this Mr. Harprip’s party has 
succeeded in procuring an old-age pen- 
|Sion law, another example of privilege 
| for the many at the expense of the few. 
| Obviously only a fraction of the nation 
|can ever profit by such pensions, and 
|the class which profits will be the 
smallest contributors to the fund, which 
must be made up by general taxation. 
The thing has been ordered, but the re- 
sources have not been provided, and no- 





|}body knows where they are to come 


from. It may necessitate a revolution 
lin the British fiscal system. Labor 
may profit, in a sense, but it can only 
be at the expense of the country, to 
whose welfare every good citizen should 
ibe proud to contribute, 

Hitherto American wage earners have 
| resected all such advice as that given 
I by Mr. HARDIE. At the polls they have 
{divided as citizens, rather than sunk 
| their citizenship in their selfish wishes.

|They may have perceived that every

In response to the Poughkeep- 
sie jailer’s continued protests, and to 
the protests of the State Prison Asso- 
ciation, which declared, through Secre- 
tary Grorcp McLAUGHLIN, that a fail 
is no place for a lunatic, Justice MILLs 
now sends him, not to the Hospital 
for the Insane at Matteawan, but to a 
place from which jail deliveries are fre- 
quent. 

If a dangerous lunatic shall soon be 
reported to have escaped from the jail 
at White Plains, Justice Miuus will find 
that he has assumed a heavy responsi- 
bility.

THE CONSULAR SYSTEM AGAIN. 

In his reply to the plea of Tom New 
York Times for the preservation and 
development of the United States Con- 
sular Service, on the basis established 
by Secretary Root’s wise reforms and 
President Roosrevzeut’s Executive order, 
Mr. DANIEL JonNnstTon of The American 
Exporter says “ appointees’to the Con- 
sular Service should be men of business 
rather than legal or journalistic train- 
ing, men with the commercial view- 
point.” ~The present system ignores 
legal or journalistic training as much 
as it !gnores business training. The 
idea is that a Consul should be a Con- 
sul, trained to that work, practically 
and theoretically, 

Mr. JoHNSTON declares that the ques- 
tions touching commerce asked in the 
examination of an applicant for ap- 
pointment in the Consular Service “ ob- 
vious!y are not of the slightest value 
from a business standpoint.” In that 
case the examination is imperfect, as- 
suredly, and Mr. JonnsTon has placed 
a finger on a serious flaw in the new 
system. The question should be re- 
vised and improved. The candidate for 
the smallest Consulship or Consular 
clerkship should be able to answer in- 
telligently many questions of positive 
value from a business standpoint. 

The idea of Mr. JOHNSTON and some 
of the exporters seems to be that Con- 
sular appointments are still made at 
the behest of members of Congress, and 
that journalists, deserting journalism, 
or lawyers who have found practice 
unprofitable, are favored more than 
men of business training. The present 
Administration has broken away from 
the old custom of political appoint- 
ments, and established a service which, 
if not perfect, can be made as nearly 
so as human imperfection will permit. 

Generally speaking, business men 
should stick to business, lawyers to the 
law, and journalists to journalism, and 
let the Consulships be filled by Con- 
suls trained properly to the duties of 
that office, which are various and re- 
quire in their performance a kind of 
skill only developed by experience and 
practice. Mr. JOHNSTON declares that 


commission houses there are hundreds 
of good men” who would be willing to 
accept Consulships. Does he really be- 
lieve that exporters and commission 
merchants are willing to train good 
men for their business and then. part 
with them? There is a cry on all sides 
for first-class men of business! Surely 
any healthy young man who fs receiv- 
ing $75 in the exporting trade has too 
bright hopes for the future, in business 
life, to seek a Consulate. 
It is a pity to have the present sy 
tem assailed from a mistaken point of 
view on the eve of a Presidential elec- 
tion. .All the politicians are anxious to 
control the Consular appointments. 
They should be held at bay, and the 
Président’s Executive order, providing 
| for new appointments only in the lower 
grades of the service, and promotions 
| for merit, should be made a law,

| Dalandtngs of well-known and undeniable 

facts, but it had a certain philosophic 

breadth and perkaps attained, at least in 

form, to as much of originality as is 

within the reach of those, Mke himself, 

with a tendency toward the solemn and 

emphatic announcement of self-evident 
truths. 

Sone will find rore than slightly amus- 
ing the President's implication that his 
Own course has been as little revolution- 
ary as reactionary. His equal denuncia- 
tion of these two extremes makes it 
plain that in his opinion he has avoided 
them both and has muved along the safe 
middle ground, antagonizing nobody who 
did not deserve to be antagonized and 
; encouraging the worthy rich and poor 
alike. Unfortunately, however, the “ gold- 
en mean”’ is almost an unknown quantity 
in any domain of human action, just as 
the “average man” is the rarest of hu- 
man beings, if he exists at all. 

Of course the President is right, in a 
way, when he says that “no reform 
movement is healthy if it goes on by 
spasms; if it is marked by periods of 
frenzied advance, followed, as such pe- 
riods of frenzied advance must always be 
followed, by equally violent periods of re- 
action.” In another way he was wrong, 
however, unless all reform movements are 
j unhealthy, for it would be difficult to re- 
ieee one that went forwaré without Iinter- 
ruption. Oscillation seems to be the rule 
|of life, and about all that can be hoped, 
and quite all that can be expected, is that 
the ground ‘ost shall each time be less 
than the ground gained in the last ad- 
vance. In physics, action and reaction are 
invariably equal, but evolution has an- 
other law, and its favored children some- 
how manage to make progress ahead, in 
spite of their slips, on the hill they are 
climbing. 

To maintain his plea for the ideal, Pres- 
ident ROOSEVELT said that “the revolu- 
tionary and the reactionary really play 
into one another’s hands, to the extent 
that each by his excesses necessarily 
tends to arouse such disgust, such a feel- 
ing of revolt, in the minds of quiet people, 
as temporarily to restore the other to 
power."’ That fs true, except that it is 
hardly the “quiet people’’ who do the 
restoring in efther case. That is done by 
people who have ceased to be quiet—in 
other words, by people who for the time 
being have become either revolutionaries 
or reactionaries, only in due course to 
become tired of their own excesses.

If this 
were suddenly disturbed there would have 
to be a change as sudden of the motor’s 
action if disaster were to be avoided. 

Birds not infrequently drop fish and 
other objects they are carrying through 
the air, and seem to be not at all dis- 
turbed by the change of “load’’ upon 
thelr wings, but it may be many a year— 
or century—before men can establish any 
such intimate relation between themselves 
and aeroplanes as that which exists be- 
tween birds and their wings. It will be 
some time, wé imagine, before the human 
practitioners of flight venture upon ex- 
periments with bombs, even though the 
bombs be of the kind called dummy. Mere 
| controlled motion through the air is such 
a marvelous achievement for an animal 
without a single natural qualification— 
except his brains—for that method of 
travel that in its very simplest form It

TESLA ON AEROPLANES. 
Successful Heavier-Than-Air 
Flier Will Be Different. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The chronicler of current events is only 
too apt to lose sight of the true perspect- 
ive and real significance of the phases of 
progress he records, Naturally enough, 
his opinions on subjects out of the sphere 
of his special training are frequently de- 
fective, but this is inseparable from the 
very idea of journalism. If an editor were 
to project himself into the future and 
view the happenings of the present or 
of the past in their proper relations he 
would make a dismal failure of his paper. 

The comments upon the latest perform- 
ances with aeroplanes afford interesting 
examples in this respect. What is there 
so very different between a man fiying 
half an hour and another, using a more 
powerful machine, an hour, or two, or 
three? To be sure, tn one instance the 
supporting planes are larger and the gaso- 
line tank bigger, but there is nothing 
revolutionary in these departures. No 
one can deny the merit of the accom- 
| plishments, The feats are certainly re- 
markable and of great educational value. 

The majority of human beings are un- 
receptive to novel ideas. The practical 
demonstrator comes with forceful argu- 
| ments which enlighten and convince. But 
| Sor are nothing more than obvious con- 
sequences of what has preceded, steps in 
advance which, taken singly, are of no 
particular importance, but which, in their 
totality, make up the conquest of the 
world by the new idea. If any one stands 
out more strongly than the other it is 
merely because it chances to occur at 
the psychological moment, when incredul- 
ity and doubt are giving way to confl- 
dence and expectancy. fuch work ifs often 
brilliant, never great, as some would 
make believe. To be great it must be 
original, Of guch feature it Is absolutely 
devoid. 

Place any of the later aeroplanes be- 
side that of Langley, their prototype, and 
you will not find as much as one decided 
improvement. There are the same old 
propellers, the same old inclined planes, 
rudders, and vanes—not a single notable 
difference. Some have tried to hide their 
** discoveries.”’ It is like the hiding of an 
ostrich who buries his head in the sand. 
Half a dozen aeronauts have been in 
turn halled as conquerors and kings of 
the air. It would have been much more 
appropriate to greet John D. Rockefeller 
as such. But for the abundant supply of 
high-grade fuel we would still have to 
wait for an engine capable of supporting 
not only itself but several times its own 
weight against gravity. 

The capabilities of the Langley aero- 
drome have been most strikingly illustrat- 
|ed, Notwithstanding this, it is not a prac- 
| tical machine. It has a low effictency of 

propulsion, and the starting, balancing, 
;and alighting are attended with diffi- 
| culties. The chief defect, however, is that 

it is doomed if it should encounter a 

downward gust of wind. The helicopter 

{s in these respects much preferable, but 

{s objectionable for other reasons. The 

successful heavier-than-air flier will be 

based on principles radically novel and 
will meet all requirements. It will soon 
materialize, and when it does it will give 
an impetus to manufacture and commerce 
such as was never witnessed before, pro- 
vided only that the Governments do not 
resort to the methods of the Spanish In- 
quisition, which have already proved so 
disastrous to the wireless art, the ideal 
means for making man absolute master 
of the air.

Admiral Sperry, replying to these 
speeches of welcome, thanked the West 
Australian authorities for their hospital- 
ity to the officers and men of the fleet. 
He said there was much in common be- 
tween the United States and Australia;

of union based on the same principles. 
There were no two nobler men in the 
world, the Admiral declared, than those 
now at the heads of both nations. 

Later in the afternoon Admiral Sperry, 


replying to a toast, said the kinship of |

“ REGULATION ” SAUCE. 


Lets Up on the Truckman After a 
Thorough Discussion. 


To the Editor of The Nao York Times: 

Evidently ‘‘regulation’’ sauce is only for 
rallroad geese and not for truckmen ganders, 
yet there is not an argument for railroad reg- 
ulation that does not apply even more forcibly 
to truckmen and cabmen, and by the way the 
latter are regulated, and like any one regu- 
lated, they are reputed to evade the regulations 
whenever they can. And not only are rail- 
roads, truckmen, and cabmen unable to do 
business except under a Government ‘license, 
but the latter two actually use, exclusively, 
roads which the public exclusively pays for, 
and at which they how! if not In good repair; 
but the railroad builds its own road, seldom on 
any but its own right of way, and from ter- 
minals which, in the great cities at least, are 
the most costly single structures, and in the 
vicinity of which I would like to own a corner 
lot or two. Yet a proposition to “‘ regulate’’ 
railroad rates seems to meet with favor, a how! 
goes up if it is proposed to regulate truck 
rates, and for the life of me I cannot see why 
one more than the other ts properly subject 

regulation, which, as Mr. Glasgow very 
clearly sees, and shows he sees, means confis- 
cation. 

To be quite cand!d, I think some stockholder 
or committee of stockholders, of any or all 
three of the roads which for 99 cents carried 
my package of goods from Michigan, are 
equitably entitled to bring a suit, analogous 
to a sult brought by an aggrieved taxpayer 
against a public official, against their Boards 
of Directors to compel them to exact adequate 
compensation for services rendered, and if the 
new movement on foot, ably promoted and 
urged in @ recent pamphlet by Vice President 
Brown of the New York Central, for an in- 
crease of 10 per cent. in freight rates is not 
reasonable, In view of the facts set forth in 
his booklet, then I do not know what the word 
‘* reasonable” means. My own experience, of 
which I wrote, is exactly of a piece with Mr 
Brown's itemized schedules, wherein he showed 
that a cent or very often a fraction of a cent 
would be added to the cost of articles worth 
several dollars My package was worth $17, 
and the increased freight rate would make it 
cost $17.10.

RESIDENT MAY GO UP 
IN WRIGHT AIRSHIP 


Persistent Rumor That He Will 
Attempt Flight on His Re- 
turn to Washington. 


WIND PREVENTS A _ TRIAL 


To-day, However, the Aviator Will 


Probably Try Long Flight with 
Another Man in Aeroplane. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14.—Although Ore 
ville Wright made no flight to-day, be- 
cause of adverse weather conditions, 
there was no abatement of interest. The 
new sensation in the Government trials 
in aeronautics was furnished by a per- 
sistent report that President Roosevelt 
had announced his intention of going up 
with the aviator. While no one would 
acknowledge that word had been received 
from the President on the subject, Mr. 
Wright talked freely of the possibility. 

Mr. Roosevelt is given to the espousal 
of the unusual. He startled the country 
only @ year or 80 ago by diving beneath 
the waters of Long Island Sound in a 
submarine boat. It is not illogical that he 
desires to invade another element, and 
there is little possibility, judging by 
Wright’s flights, that he will be in any 
davger. Mr. Wright, however, is not ene ° 
thusiastic over the matter. 


“I have heard the report that President 
Roosevelt wants to ascend with me,” he 
acknowledged to-day. “I’m sqrry. I 
don’t believe the President of the United 
States should take such chances. of 
course, flying in the air is as safe as rid 
ing in a@ street car, but there are acei- 
dents that might happen. Aside from 
my relatives, such an accident to me 
would mean nothing, but the Nation 
would be the sufferer if the President 
was injured or killed.” 

The President will return to Washington 
next week. It is gaid to be reasonably 
certain that he will insist upon accom- 
panying the aviator in one of his flighta, 
Those who know him consider this to be 
practically settled, although Major George 
O. Squiers, Acting Chief of the Signal 
Corps, and other. officers of the army 
shake their heads knowingly and protest 
that they have no knowledge of the Presie 
dent’s plans. 

A crowd of more than 8,000 persons 
gathered at Fort Myer to-day in antici- 
pation of a flight. The wind, however, 
was from the north, and although it was 
not strong it blew from a point immedi- 
ately in the rear of the starting track. 

*“ We cannot attempt a flight,” said Mr. 
Wright as he held the anemometer up 
and took notes of the velocity and direce- 
tion of the breezes. “The wind is in 
the wrong quarter. Our starting track 
is not equipped so that we get a great 
amount of impetus, and for that reason 
we have to demand all the helps we can 
get. With the wind back of me, I do 
not believe I could rise in the space of 
the field. I think we will postpone the 
trial.”’ 

The rising track {s a short affair. The 
propulsion is given the aeroplane by the 
dropping of a@ 1,600-pound weight on a 
derrick immediately back of it. If the 
day is calm, or the wind is blowing 
against the aeroplane, the problem of ris- 
ing into the air is a simple one, but if 
the wind is behind the machine the 
velocity is reduced so that the air craft 
cannot get the benefit of its propellers, 

Mr. Wright hopes to make a flight toe 
morrow, when he intends to make experi. 
ments with two men. It is not settled 
just whom he will take up with him, 
There are a score or more of applicants 
and every officer and man in the Signal 
Corps is anxious to ascend. It is prob- 
able that either Major Squier or Lieut. 
Lahm will be selected.

Opinions Differ Radically. 

It is possible to get many opinions con- 
cerning the stock market outlook at ‘the 
present time, so radically different in tone 
that it is difficult-to reconcile them with 
the unanimity which prevailed only a 
short time ago. Those who have followed 
the various stages of the bull market 
have noted the same condition of senti- 
ment at every stopping place in the ad- 
vance. Inasmuch as Union Pacific hag 
* ‘been a leader, it exemplifies, perhaps, the 
way in which sentiment has been swayed 
from time to time by temporary market 
conditions. There was wholesale bearish- 
ness when the stock was at 110. This 
was modified by the time the stock had 
advanced to 120, and there was a liberal 
admixture of bullishness. But when the 
stock reached 128 even those who had been 
bullish were very much inclined to con- 
servatism, and as the stock hesitated for 
some time around that figure, conserv- 
atism grew and all sorts of opinions were 
voiced as to the ultimate trend of prices. 
Other points where opinions differed were 
at 135, 140, and 150. When the stock 
showed any slight tendency to react at 
these figures predictions were freely made 
that a serious setback was imminent. But 
in each case as soon as the market started 
up again bullishness predimonated pnly 
to be followed by uncertainty the moment 
there was a halt. :

Discussing Maine Election. 

Politics played a large part in the gen- 
eral gossip yesterday and this was nat- 
ural in view of the Maine election. It was 
possible yesterday to select for one’s self 
the proper expression whatever the result 
might be. In other words, those who 
expected a Democratic victory while their 
market position was bullish were pre- 
pared to explain that the election was 
Jooal and possessed no significance. Should 
the result be a Republican victory they 
were quite ready to note the significance 
of {t from the point of view of the ulti- 
mate result of the Presidential contest. 
Ttose who were short of stocks could see 
nothing significant in it if it were a Re- 
publican victory, but the reverse were the 
Democrats to win. Brokers who were 
asked their opinions were for the most 
part sensible enough to withhold them, 
simply saying that they were not familiar 
enough with the local situation in Maine 
to interpret the result, whatever it 
might be.

Copper Metal Situation. 


Various opinions on copper are being 
expressed, some of which are interesting 
and some of which are not. Here is the 
opinion of a man who has been In the 
trade for forty years, and who has no in- 
terest in stocks: ‘“‘ Production of copper its 
going on aud incréasing with comparative 
steadiness, Consumption of the metal has 
been increasing also, but the increase 
in consumption is not equal to the in 
crease in production. I know of my own 
knowledge that all the surplus stocks o1 
copper were not cleared up, and you can 
readily see that by the beginning of next 
year there will be{and there ought to be a 
substantial surplus. But speculation in 
copper meta] is easy. It-is a matter of 
personal credit. You do not have to put 
up margins. You settle the difference at 
the end of three months, let us say, and 
continue your commitment or not, as you 
choose, for another period. When the 
changes in the price are not large these 
speculative commitments are usually con. 
tinued. There is considerable speculation 
in the metal now here, in London, 
and on the Continent, and it is that which 
gives the strength which you note to the 
market, That speculation may continue 
until consumption approximates produc- 
tion, when profits will be possible. It is 
only dangerous if the speculative hold- 
ers should get tired before that time ar- 
rives.”

Doing of Professionals, 


Professional traders continue to domi- 
nate the market, and it is their operations 
rather than anything else that are being 
watched closely. Some of these profes- 
slonals are acting for themselves, some 
are being used by other interests, but the 
exact situation, that is, the exact influ- 
ence behind a number of the stocks, is 
not clear. It is easy enough to say that 
such-and-such a professional dominated 
some stock during the session, but it is 
not easy to tell whether he was operating 
for himself or for someone else. For ex- 
ample, one professional of importance 
makes his headquarters in a comparative- 
ly small brokerage office. He was cred- 
ited a week ago with being the active 
agent In a sharp advance in a certain 
stock. He was also credited with acting 
for certain important interests identified 
with this particular stock. He was doing 
nothing of the kind. He traded in one 
day in approximately 80,000 shares ot 
stock, and did it all for himself. His 
commitments at the end of the session 
did not total 5,000 shares, however. 

La hed 
Interesting to Traders. 


Wall Street was mildly interested in the 
announcement yesterday that the Presi- 
dent’s message to Congrets is completed. 
Ordinarily this would be the signal for 
active work on the part of operators in 

‘ the market to get a line on what the 
executive had to say. By the time this 
message is transmitted to Congress the 
election will be out of the way, and the 
particular character of the recommenda- 
tion of the outgoing President will not 
influence the market so materially. In 
view of the fact that the market has 
ignored many influences even more im- 
portant than a Presidential message dur- 
ing the past two or three months, it would 
seem that no one is goimg to worry par- 
ticularly in the meantime. , Considerable 
interest was manifested in the story in-

This Week to See Final Dividend 
of 25 Per Cent. to Bank of 
North America Creditors. 


VALUABLE EQUITIES LEFT 


Of Fifteen Institutions Which Closed 
Last Fall All Have Resumed or Been 
Liquidated Practically In Full. 


The news from Washington yesterday 
tLat the Controller of the Currency would 
sign checks some time this week for 
the final dividend of 25 per cent. to the 
depositors an®* other creditors of the 

ational Bank «* North America, allow- 
ng them at the gs “se time, 6 per cent. 
interest on the furs which have been 
tied up since the bank closed its doors 
on Jan. 27, came as a surprise to the 
creditors, who had been led by Receiver 
Hanna’s cautious statements to believe 
that they would not get the final pay- 
ment due them until well toward the end 
of the year. 

When this final dividend is paid, the 
New Amsterdam National Bank, which 
has now paid about 90 per cent. of fts 
debts, will be the only one of the fifteen 
banking institutions which went under as 
a result of the panic of last Fall, which 
has not been either put on {ts feet again 
or been successfully Uquidated as far as 
fts depositors are concerned. The New 
Amsterdam National Bank, too, will 
make its final payment in the near future. 

Receiver Hanna sald yesterday that he 
had obtained funds for the payment of 
the last dividend on the deposits of the 
National: Bank of North America, to- 
gether with interest, by the cOllection of 
notes dus the bank. The institution’s real 
estate equities in its Exchange Place 
building, together with a large interest in 
the Trust Company of America building 
in Wall Street, remain intact. The next 
move in the winding up of the institu- 
tion’s affairs will be an advertisement by 
the Controller of the Currency for thirty 
days of a call for a special meeting of the 
shareholders to decide whether a “ share- 
holders’ agent’ shall be appointed to take 
over the remaining assets for the’ bene- 
fit of the shareholders, or whether the 
liquidation shall be finally concluded by 
the receiver. 

The stock of the bank ifs still in the 
control of C. W. Morse, and some months 
ago a majority of the shareholders ap- 
pointed the Assets Realization Company 
of Philadelphia the agent for the lquida- 


tion of the bank. This company drew up 
a contract with the shareholders by which 
it was to furnish cash for the payment 
of all the bank’s debts in full, receiving 
in return a commission of $275,000, in 
which stockholders were to be permitted 
to share to the extent of $200, by sub- 
scribing pro iata to the funds needed for 
liquidation. The plan was not carried out, 
however, as originally planned, because 
of the insistence by the Washington au- 
thorities that the payment of depositors 
should be made through the receiver. 

Since June the Assets Coenen has 
been cashing the receiver's certificates at 
the office of C. W. Morse in 1 Nassau 
Street, refusing, however, to allow in- 
terest. The certificates cashed in this 
way will now net the Assets Company, 
full interest on their money for the eight 
months on the last 25 per cent. of the 
payments and for’ about. seven morths 
and six months respectively on the third 
25 per cent. and the first per cent. 

Cc. W. Morse said yesterday that he ex- 
pected the Controller would call the 
stockholders’ meeting without’ delay, and 
he had no reason to believe but that the 
stockholders. would vote to make the 
Assets Realization Company agent for the 
final liquidation of the assets. Thé New 
Amsterdam National ‘Bank, which {is also 
controlled by C. W. Morse; willeprobably 
also be liquidated for the. benefit of 
stockholders through the same concern, 
ome te Mr. Morse said yesterday that 
no definite plans had yet been made to 
this end. He refused to say whether or 
not he had made any plans for the re- 
habilitation of the two institutions and 
their continuance in business as banks. 

The National Bank of North America 
has a capital of $2,000,000, C. W. Morse 
and the receiver made widely varying 
estimates of the value of the remaining 
assets, which are chiefly the real estate 
equities. Mr. Morse places the real estate | 
equity, as high as $1,500,000, which would 
give the stock on this asset alone a value 
of $75 a share.

{WEST'S PROSPECTS. 


“Soo” Line’s Annual Report Predicts 
a Prosperous Year. 

The report of the Minneapolis, St. Paul 

& Sault Ste. Marie Railroad, known as 

the “‘ Soo” line, for the year ended June 


30, shows a falling off in gross earnings 
from $12,892,079 to $11,509,857, while ex- 


penses decreased only from $7,433,548 to 
$7,115,965. Total income was ; 


a 


compared with $5,510,607 in the previous 
year. An increase in charges, taxes, &c., 
from $2,900,901 to $3,062,135 left a surplus 
for the year of $2,008,869. President 
Thomas Lowry in his report says in part: 


The total mileage on Jung 30, 1908, was 
2,289, not including 19.17 miles of terminals 
in Minneapolis, St. Paul, and Saut Ste 
~ ga or 100 miles on the Duluth Exten- 
sion. 

The decrease of $1,392,211 in gross earn- 
ings ig the result of a short grain crop, 
eamneoe rates, and general business depres- 
sion. 

Total net earnings decreased only $447,- 
602, some $551,000 of profits from the sale 
of real estate having been carried to in- 
come account. The percentage of expenses 
to earnings is 61.8 per cent., compared with 
57.6 per cent. in the previous year. 

On account of the financial stringency 
during the early months of the year, and 
the consequent inability to provide funds 
from the sale of securities, the line from 
Brooten to Duluth will not be completed 
until the year 1909. Fifty miles of track 
were laid on the line during the Autumn of 
1907, and an additional fifty miles have 
already been laid this year. 

Owing to more favorable crop prospects, 
business conditions in the Northwest are 
much improved, and we may therefore rea- 
sonably hope for a much better showing for 
the current year. 


REVIVAL IN SOUTHWEST. 


President Joline of the M., K. & T., In 
Annual Report Says It Is Imminent. 


The annual report of the Missour!, Kan- 
sas & Texas Railroad Company for the 
year ended June 80 last shows a falling off 
in gross earnings from $26,183,958 to $23,- 
283,669, while expenses remained .practi- 
cally stationary at $16,432,107. Total in- 
come was $7,232,985, against $9,630,537 in 
the previous year. After the payment of 
$520,000 in preferred dividends the net 
surplus was $268,830, which compares with 
$3,162,311 in 1908. The net sufplus was 
equal to 4 per cent. on the $63,300,300 


common stock. In his report President 
Adrian H. Joline says in part: 

‘* During the year the United States Gov- 
ernment removed all restrictions from the 
sale of approximately 8,000,000 acres of 
the most fertile lands in Oklahoma. Much 
of this acreage is contiguous to our com- 
pany’s lines, and our property will benefit 
greatly through settlement by progressive 
mmigrants who will undoubtedly be at- 
tracted to this region. 

“Present indications point to a large 
volume of traffic during the coming year. 
There are signs of a revival of activity 
in industrial and commercial lines, and the 
agricultural conditions along our system 
are at present excellent. 

“ During the past eight years our com- 
pang has expended from its current earn- 
ngs approximately $11,900,000 for equip- 
ment and improvements, and has issued 
bonds to the amount of $20,981,000 for 
other equipment, additions, and better- 
ments a total of $32,881,000. These enor- 
mous expenditures have hardly sufficed to 
provide the additional facilities necessary 
to handle our rapidly increasing traffic, 
so that a comparatively small sum has 
been available for use in making improve- 
ments calculated to cheapen the cost of 
transportation.”’

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Infants’ Willow Chairs Are Held to be 
“ Toys "—Other Decisions. 


It was decided yesterday by the Board: 
of United States General Appraisers that 
infants’ chairs made of willow are en-'| 
titled to enter this country at 35 per cent. 
ad valorem under the provision in the 
Dingley law for “ toys.” 

Collector Fowler assessed the chairs, 
which were imported by the Basket .1m- 
porting Company of New York, as “ man- 
ufactures of willow,” with a auty of 40 
per cent. This assessment, however, the 
board holds to be unlawful. Instead the 
tribunal finds that the chairs should be 
allowed to enter as “‘toys,"’ with duty at 
the rate of 35 per cent. The protest of 
the importers is, therefore, sustained. 

The board overruled claims filed by 
Marino & Izzo, Train, Smith & Co. and 
others, Rothschild Brothers & Co., RK.

Ambulance Driver Saw Man Like Da- 
vis Near Rustin Home. 


OMAHA, Neb., Sept. 14.—Two additional 
detectives have been placed at work on 
the mystery surrounding the death of 
Dr, Frederick J. Rustin. Davis is still at 
the home of Luther Kountze, his nephew, 
and is said to be recovering partially 
from the shock incident to the Rustin 
shooting and inquest and his illness fol- 
lowing his own attempt at suicide. 

The mysterious man who was seen by 
Dr. J. P. Lord staggering down the street 
from the Rustin home as Dr. Lord was 
hurrying to the house shortly after Rustin 
was shot was also seen by F. J. Stack, 
driver of the ambulance which responded 
to the call to take Rustin to the hospital. 


Stack gave this information to-day to the 
County Attorney. 

When seen by Stack the man had 
reached Twenty-elghth and Farnam 
Streets, three-quarters of a mile nearer 
town than when seen by Dr. Lord. Dr. 
Lord's description fitted Charles E. Davis, 
now under arrest charged with the mur- 
der. Stack has never seen Davis, but his 
description given to-day fits that of Davis. 
He says the man he saw was dressed in 
dark clothing. 

A new tack was taken in the Rustin 
case by the authorities this morning, when 
the County Attorney took charge of the 
investigation. In future detectives and 
officers detailed on the case will report ! 
all evidence they discover direct to the 
prosecutor rather than to the Police De- 
This action was taken because 
of adverse criticism directed against the 
Police Department for failing to report 
certain clues and findings to the legal 
department, because of their apparent in- 
significance to the police, but which later 
were found to be of importance in fixing 
the responsibility for Dr. Rustin’s death.

At last the 
women traced it to the store, which they 
found closed aud locked. The gas came 
from the two living rooms which the 
Troschs occupied behind their store, and 
Mrs. Heck and Mrs. Eifinger finally got 
Policeman McCaffrey of the Hamburg 
Avenue Station to smash down the door. 

In the rear of the store the policeman 
and the women found the old man seated 
in a chair in the kitchen, a gas tube 
clutched between his teeth, the other end 
of which was made fast to a gas jet whose 
cock was open. He was dead. In the 
little bedroom they found also the body 
of Mrs. Trosch, dead ‘like her husband 
from the gas which she had inhaled. Like 
him, too, she had tied the tube around 
her head, so that it should not slip from 
her mouth, 

A search of the rooms showed that the 
old couple had been in the most abject 


poverty, and only 67 cents was found in 
the flat.

CALLS PRIEST A SUICIDE. 


Coroner Orders Inquest Into Death of 
Father Joseph |. Brophy. 


The conflicting stories concerning the 
death of Father Joseph F.. Brophy, pastor

Coney Island, who died on last Wednes- 
day from ‘‘an incised wound of the 
throat,” as reported by Coroner’s Phy- 
sician Emil Hartung, although Dr. 
Charles H. Hall, who attended the priest, 
said death was due to hemorrhages, has 
caused Coroner J. F. Kennedy of Brook- 
lyn to determine upon an inquest Into the 
priest's death. The inquest will be held 
provebiy to-morrow night, and Coroner 
ennedy said that Dr. Hall and the mem- 
bers of the priest’s household would be 
subpoenaed to appear at it. 

According to the Coroner Father 
Brophy committed suicide while tempo- 
rarily deranged. Dr. Hartung in his re- 
port noted that the priest ‘“‘ had been gsome- 
what demented.”’ 

Dr. Hall, on the contrary. declares that 
there was no wound in Father Brophy’s 
throat, and says he doesn’t understand the 
report of Dr. Hartung.
